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The newly-appointed Commission on 
Increased Industrial Use of Agricul- 
tural Products held its first meetings 
this week 


The Commission’s duties are to de- 
velop by next June 15 legislative and 
other recommendations designed to 
bring about wider use of agricultural 
commodities in the manufacture of in- 
dustrial products. The Commission is 
concerned not only with extending the 
industrial uses of present crops, par- 
ticularly those in surplus, but also 
with the development of new crops to 
provide continuing sources of indus- 
trial raw materials. 


The group has reported to the Presi- 
dent that it hopes to have some pre- 
liminary recommendations for legisla- 
tive action ready to present to the 
new Congress in January. 


The Commission is soliciting sug- 
gestions directly from a number of 
private and government groups and it 
also will consider unsolicited recom- 
mendations. 


The five-man Commission met with 
the President at the White House on 
August 20. After this meeting the 
White House issued a statement say- 
ing that the Commission's purpose is 
described in its name. 


“In yet another way,” it was said, 
“this Commission is going to attack

the problems that have been created 
for our farmers by the production of 
agricultural surpluses.” 

The President is quoted as stating: 

“The Commission members have told 
me today that their purpose is to see 
what can be done to put modern in- 
dustrial science and technology to 
work to reduce our surpluses through 
their profitable use in new ways by 
industry. The Commission will recom- 
mend legislation designed to foster the 
discovery and development of new and 
improved industrial goods for the na- 
tion—goods which will be manufac- 
tured in whole or in part from sur- 
plus agricultural raw materials. As 
these efforts are successful, markets 
for farm products will be broadened 
and agricultural surpluses will be fur- 
ther reduced.” 

Members of the Commission are J. 
Leroy Welsh, Omaha, Nebr., grain 
operator and member of the board of 
regents of the University of Nebraska, 
chairman; George Henry Coppers, 
Englewood, N. J., president of the 
National Biscuit Company; Dr. Karl 
D. Butler, Ithaca, N. Y., farm coun- 
selor; Dr. Frank J. Welsh, Lexington, 
Ky., dean of the college of agricul- 
ture, University of Kentucky; and Dr. 
Charles R. Sayre, Scott, Miss., presi- 
dent of Delta and Pine Land Com- 
pany. 


Cabinet Committee Recommends Action to Aid Small Business 


The Cabinet Committee on Small 
Business has submitted to the Presi- 
dent a set of recommendations aimed 
at expanding the opportunities for 
small business. 

The recommendations call for legis- 
lative and administrative action. In 
a statement acknowledging the Cabi- 
net Committee recommendations, the 
President said that he will give the 
proposals prompt and favorable con- 
sideration and will order further 
study by the departments principally 
concerned 

The Cabinet Committee was cre- 
ated by the President May 31 to re- 
view federal programs and policies 
aimed at assisting small businesses 
and to recommend “steps that will 


provide such enterprises with addi- 
tional constructive assistance.” 

Chairman of the Cabinet Committee 
is Dr. Arthur F. Burns, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advisers. 
Other members are the Secretary of 
Defense, Secretary of Commerce, Sec- 
retary of Labor, Director of Defense 
Mobilization, Administrator of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency, 
and the Administrator of the Small 
Business Administration. 

The Cabinet Committee submitted 
its first report on August 1, recom- 
mending: 

TAXATION

N.C.A. Movie about Canning

On the same day the broker 
group was taken on a tour of the Al- 
ton growing areas and to other areas 
growing canning crops, to view dem- 
onstrations of mechanical beet and 
bean harvesters. A stop at the Geneva 
Experiment Station was made to show 
the brokers some of the work con- 
stantly going on to improve fruit and 
vegetable canning crops, and they also 


watched packing operations of the 
firm. 


The print of the industry movie 
used for these meetings is the prop- 
erty of the New York State Canners 
and Freezers Association, purchased 
from the N.C.A. at the special $55 
rate prevailing until the deadline of 
July 1. The New York State print, 
along with those ordered prior to the 
deadline by some of the members of 
the N.C.A. and by other state associa- 
tions, was among the first lot de- 
livered.

The Cabinet Committee report said 
that “apart from the tax proposals, 
the adoption of the recommendations 
in this report would have very little 
impact on the federal budget.” Con- 
tinuing, it stated: 


“The loss of revenue entailed by the 
tax proposals is estimated at about 
$600 million in the first year, at about 
$740 million in the second year, and at 
somewhat reduced figures in later 
years. It is doubtful, however, 
whether there need be any loss to the 
Treasury in the long run. For, in the 
first place, some of the tax proposals 
involve merely a deferral of taxes and, 
in the second place, the proposed meas- 
ures would tend to enlarge the na- 
tional income which is the ultimate 
source of all tax revenues.”

1956 Acreage Reserve 


More than 550,000 agreements, cov- 
ering more than 12,300,000 acres of 
cropland, were signed under the 1956 
Acreage Reserve Program of the Soil 
Bank, according to revised final fig- 
ures released August 20 by the USDA. 


Total maximum payments that could 
be earned under the sign-up would 
amount to nearly $261 million. This 
figure could be adjusted downward 
after the final check on compliance. 


According to reports to USDA from 
state Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committees, 637,172 
farms were covered by the 658,328 
agreements. This indicates that a 
number of farms signed agreements 
covering more than one of the basic 
crops. 

The largest number of agreements 
were signed by corn producers—320,- 
450 covering 5,450,194 acres on which 
they could earn a maximum of $180,- 
629,284. Wheat producers were next 
with 110,515 agreements, covering 
5,654,507 acres on which they could 
earn a total of $44,490,882. 


N. C. A. at Utah Canners School 


In the annual school for tomato 
products technicians sponsored by the 
Utah Canners Association, Norman A. 
Olson of the N.C.A. Western Research 
Laboratory again presented the course 
of instruction. The school, given at 
Ogden, Utah, August 1-10, furnished 
instruction in mold counting and ex- 
amination for insect eggs and frag- 
ments. In addition, the school gave 
an opportunity for Mr. Olson to dis- 
cuss current laboratory projects with 
Utah members. 


A continuing program of laboratory 
control on tomato products will be 
maintained by the Central Laboratory 
of the Utah Canners Association, in 
which the N.C.A. Berkeley Labora- 
tory will collaborate by examining 
check samples and reviewing reports.

Green Beans for USDA 


USDA has purchased an additional 
109,070 cases of canned green beans 
for distribution under the National 
School Lunch Program. 


Purchases consisted of 101,725 cases 
of No. 10 size cans and 7,345 cases of 
No. 303’s. Prices for No. 10’s ranged 
from $3.42 to $3.75 per case in West- 
ern states and from $3.635 to $4.22 
in other areas. The No. 303’s were 
purchased at $2.55 per case. 

The purchases were made August 
17 and are in addition to the 327,875 
cases of No. 10’s that were purchased 
August 3. 


Canned Foods in A-Test 


The performance of canned foods in 
the nuclear tests in Nevada last year 
were illustrated and described in a 
feature appearing in the July issue 
of U. S. Steel News.
